law. On motion of Alderman Gage 
City Attorney Dornblaser was in 
structed to draw up a resolution th at j jjjgg 
the hotels, school houses, colleges and 
other buildings in tbextty of three or 
radre Stories in height be required to 
provide iron fire escapes in compliance 
with the state law, as the law leaves 
it with cities to so order 
Mayor Etwards submitted vetoes to 
a couple of ordinances passed at tbe 
last meeting. One was for tbe rire 
cracker and ennnon ordinance on the 
grounds that it prevented all displays 
of fireworks on Fourth of July or 
other celebrations. 
He suggested a 
new clause in the ordinance which 
might help matters, but it was de 
cided to let tbe m atter drop and his 
veto was sustained by tbe council. 
The objections to tbe college cannon 
are to be taken care of under police 
regulations. 
Mayor Edwards also 
vetoed tbe 
ordinance in regard to throwing re­ 
fuse and garbage within fifty feet of 
any street or public place and sug­ 
gested that tbe distance be reduced to 
twenty-five feet. Tde veto was sus 
tained and a new ordinance passed 
with tbe change suggested. 
An ordinance was passed providing 
for a combined cement walk and curb 
on the north side of Seventh street. 
Tbe total cost of tbe work is es lim it 
ed at 8 753 60. 
Tbe city engineer was instructed to 
procure estimates for 200 feet of walk 
on College avenue south of Ninth 
stieet, which was rt com mended by 
the board of local Improvements.

mo ney wo uld get it in full. 
Many o f 
the strikers had depo sits in the bank, 
but the great majo rity o f the peo ple 
who gathered abo ut the place to de­ 
mand tlieir mo ney were small trades­ 
men do ing business in the sto ck yards 
vicinity and wo rking peo ple who are 
no t and have no t been co nnected in a 
labo r capacity w ith the packing plants. 


Senaatioal In cid en t o f th e Run. 
While the run was "o n” o ver $200,- 
000 fro m do wnto wn banks was rushed 
o ut to the Dro vers’. 
It was while a 
cro wd o f tho usands hedged in the bank 
th at the first mo ney fro m do wnto wn 
reached the Dro vers’. A carnage dro ve 
up, po licemen driving the cro wd right 
and left to make way fo r it to reach 
the curbing. 
Under guard o f Central 
statio n detectives, who had ridden in 
the carriage and o n the seat with the 
driver, a bo x co ntaining $ 100,000 was 
taken into the bank. Sho rtly afterw ard 
$100,000 mo re, fro m ano ther do wnto wn 
bank, was taken into

building in the same way, detectives 
remaining o n guard. 
Reports T hat Started the Run. 
The cause o f the run was repo rts 
that a heavy depo sito r had withdraw n 
his depo sits and th at the bank had 
weakened itself lending mo ney to the 
packers to help them in the strike. 
Bo th repo rts were autho ritatively de­ 
nied, and Vice President Tiiden said: 
“We will pay every depo sito r who de­ 
mands his mo ney. We have mo re mo n­ 
ey than 
we need.” 
Strike 
leaders 
jo ined in the effo rt to check the run. 
Every body G« » t His M oney . 
When it came time to clo se the bank 
fo r the day there were mo re than 1,000 
perso ns waiting fo r tho ir mo ney. The 
o fficials 
o f 
the bank, determined to 
meet the emergency, called in extra 
tellers and the place w as kept o pen 
until every depo sito r who 
presented 
himself a t the windo w had been satis­ 
fied.. 
The paying windo ws 
o f 
the 
bank were kept o pen until after 8 p. 
in. Nearly two bo urs befo re th at tim e, 
the last man in line had been paid his 
depo sit in full and fresh arrivals had 
ceased co ming. It is estim at'd that up­ 
ward^ o f 3,000 depo sito rs called and 
withdrew theirdepo sits during the day. 


President Do nnelly and Secretary Wil­ 
so n, o f the ice wago n drivers’ unio n, 
co nferred o n the subject o f refusing 
to deliver ice to retailers who buy o f 
packers who se plants are affected by 
the strike. 
It is pro bable th at as au 
o utco me o f the co nference a vigo ro us 
attem pt will be made w ithin a day o r 
two to cut o ff the ite supply o f all 
i blacklisted dealers.

pickets have been engaged in gather­ 
ing facts and names, and the ice team ­ 
sters no w have a list o f 100 retail deal­ 
ers who have been handling mo o t fro m 
the bo yco tted packing bo uses. 
Chief o f Po lice O'Neill, in explain­ 
ing to the labo r leaders the meaning

Inspecto r H unt’s alleged o rder,

The circular also says: “Bvery o ne 
has all the labo rers needed.but is sho rt 
of skilled help.

Shipping is a t a still 
lo wer ebb, as we have no t attem pted 
to do any jo bbing o n lees than car­ 
lo ad business at all, and many o f the 
branches are still witho ut supplies.” 
These statem ents are so much at vari­ 
ance w ith Mie statem ents that 
have 
been given to the press by the packing 
co mpanies that the strike leaders are 
industrio usly circulating them. 
While the management o f the pack­ 
ing co mpany which is alleged to have 
sent o ut the circular do es no t speci­ 
fically deny its genuineness, an o fficer
